Another 
Defeat

N the stale and quiet air of 
I recent weeks is the smell 
of large impending events. 
The herald of those events may 
possibly be seen in what has 
been happening in the Middle 
East. 

As viewed by American 
policymakers, the Soviet 
Union has suffered a series of 
defeats in that area adding up 
to a well-nigh disastrous fre 
versal. The latest and perhaps 
the moet costly setback, in 
Iraq, coincides with hints of 
which could be a major shift 
in Soviet policy and perhaps 
even a power struggle within 
the Kremlin hierarchy. 

The Soviets put an esti- 
mated §330,000.000 in military 
aid into Iraq. a more or less 
primitive country of 7.000.000 
people. following the coup of 
Brig-Gen Abdul Karim Kas- 
sem that destroyed a pro- 
Western government. Yet, 
after the latest coup over- 
throwing Premier Kassem,

government. Elect enough of us, they say, and we 
will have more than half the seats—but no other 
party can make this claim. 

Why not? One can accept the idea that neither 
Social Credit nor the New Democratic Party is likely 
to form the next government, although their repre- 
sentation and role in the House may be of critical 
importance. But the Liberals would simply persuade 
the voters to overlook the fact that the Conservatives 
are in equal or better position to ask for the confi- 
dence of the country, and the opportunity to press 
ahead with Canada’s business, in the form of a ma- 
jority in the Commons and a warning rap for op- 
positionists who in the last Parliament put party be- 
fore the country’s welfare. 

Nor, when it comes down to an individual's vote, 
can one be said to have the “choice” between ma- 
jority and minority government, between stability and 
instability. To have the choice would demand that 
the elector know in advance which party was going 
to gain the most seats. And that is impossible de- 
spite the Liberal arrogation of prescience. 

Canada's. choice is not between Mr. Pearson's 
party having more or less than half of 'the Commons 
representation; the choice is among the parties, and 
their candidates, on the evidence of what they have 
done for the country and what they propose to do. 


Embarrassing 


T IS NOT often that MLAs ape speechless, and there 

was a touch of comedy about their reluctance to 

speak formally to the question when a pay increase 
for themselves came up in the Legislature. 

It went through, naturally, but patently to their 
embarrassment and no little confusion. And some 
paradox, for if as one member said none should 
Speak on a matter in which he has a pecuniary in- 
terest, then obviously he shouldn't vote on it either. 

Members of course were in the awkward. position

crease no one else could, but actually there was no 
need for self-abasement. This newspaper for one has

Nor has there been marked public dissent to the 
idea that MLAs should get a little more, albeit the 
increase they voted themselves is fairly substantial. 

Our legislators could have been bolder on the 
subject with ample validity; emphasizing frankly that 
they deserved more pay and were forced by the rules 
to be their own arbiter. But their diffidence does 
them credit nevertheless; it showed them to be hu- 
manly shy of rewarding themselves. 


Another Intrusion 


HETHER OR NOT a conventional high-explosive 

warhead could be developed quickly for Can- 
ada's unarmed Bomarc anti-aircraft missiles is of 
about as much importance as whether a better battle- 
axe could be devised. The Bomarc, as the Colonist 
set out in detail yesterday, is obsolete, unable with 
either nuclear or conventional warhead to do the job 
for which it was designed. and kept as part of the 
U.S. defence system simply because “it has been 
bought and paid for.” 

What is of concern to Canadians, however, is the 
fact that North American Air Defence Command 
headquarters at Colorado Springs would enter the 
political picture to quibble with the prime minister 
for citing one of its own press releases of 1961 which 
said the Bomarc could be equipped with either high 
explosive or nuclear warheads. 

NORAD, apparently assuming the role from 
which the Libera! “truth squad” recently retreated 
in justified haste, has seen fit to distribute to un- 
named questioners the information that the develop- 
ment of a conventional warhead for the Bomarc-A 
was never completed, and the claim that to produce 
a conventional tip for the Bomarc-B, the mode] in- 
stalled in Canada, would take $30,000,000 and no less 
than three years. 

This last is surely an astounding declaration: such 
are American achievements in the nuclear, missile 
and astronautical fields that one would have thought 
the successful design of a last-war explosive head for 
a rocket would have taken months at most. 

But NORAD’s assertions are not only a denial of 
scientific capability, which must be viewed with skep- 
ticism; they are another intrusion on the Canadian 
election scene that militarily is unimportant but that 
politically is indefensible. 


Small .But of Note 


AS SIGN that the East and the West can agree 
on anything is comforting, since it suggests that 
some day they may agree on the major differences 
that create the cold war. 

The agreement between the U.S. and the U.S.S.R. 
on weather satellite programs is thus worth noting. 
Scientifically the two countries will work together on 
space communication and allied tests and exchange 
weather information and pictures. 

Not much perhaps in light of the vast gulf that 
separates East and West on such things as disarma- 
ment and nuclear testing. But not withost.impor- 
tance. It suggests the possibility of future joint space 
exploration, as has previously been hinted, and thus 

the avoidance of military rivalry in this potentially 
dangerous realm. 

And if East and West can settle their space rival- 
ries it should be only another step, this time at ground 
level, to an overal concord that events may force 
on both parties to the cold war. 

Eventually the alternative may drive the point 
home.

Dont Buy Junk 


By M. V. CHESNUT, FRHS 


If you plan on growing some 
giadiolus for the first time this year, 
I'd like to urge upon you with ail the 
force at my command to pay a little 
more for your bulbs, selecting named 
varieties or certified collections, and 
have nothing whatever to do with 
bargain counter unnamed mixtures 

In particular, steer clear of those 
mail order offers promising outland- 
ish bargains. One arvertisement I 
saw recently offered 100 flowering- 
size bulbs for $1.98—Send No Money, 
Pay the Postman. It should be 
obvious to anyone that you can't even 
grow decent onions for that kind of 
money, much less bulbs “that take 
three years in the growing. 

* & ® 


When you go to buy your bulbs, 
try to think of Was starting a cQl- 
lection—an investment rather than an 
expenditure. Our climate and soil 
suit the gladiolus so well that every 
bulb you buy this spring could 
multiply to a dozen in a few year’s 
time, and you might just stop and 
ask yourself—-a dozen what? 

Start with rubbish now, and you'll 
wind up with a whole gardenful of 
worthless junk. Star’ with a few 
named kinds with a penigree, and you 
can parlay them into a valuable col. 
lection of thoroughbreds. 

® ® ® 


If you require only a couple of 
dczen bulbs to grow in the vegetable 
plot for cut-flower purposes, your 
best bet is to buy them from a local 


retailer. The specialty garden shops 
and garden centres, the florists and 
the department stores have estab. 
fished connections with first-class 
B.C. and Netherlands growers, and 
their bulbs wil| be clean, healthy, and 
correctly named 
® ® ® 


When you buy locally, too, if the 
stuff doesn't come up to scratch, you 
can’ always go round and give the 
man What For. These peuple are 
counting on’ doing business with vou 
next year and the year after, and they 
ean't afford to jeopardize their repu- 
tation by selling cheap or diseased 
junk. 

Prices at the beginning of the sea- 
son wil].run around 80 cents per 
d:zen for unnamed collections and 90 
cents to $2.50 per dozen for the named 
varieties, depending more on rarity 
and newness than on the beauty of 
the flower. Late in the season, as the 
stores start clearing away thelr un- 
sold stock, you can pick up bulbs for 
as low as 49 cents per dozen, for glad 
bulbs cannot be carried over to next 
year—the dealer must either get what 
he can for the left-overs or consign 
them to the Incinerator. 

® t ® 


Generally speaking, these are still 
a rood buy—always providing they 
are sound bulbs of named varieties 
and not too badly sprouted. True, 
these are the kinds that didn't get 
sold. but this could have been due to 
Qn error in judgment on the part af 
the retailer—he may have been over- 


optimistic in his ordering. I haye 
bought pedigreed bulbs as late as the 
middle of Juine and have never h 
cause to regret it. : 


& & ® 


If vou buy your bulbs. from open 
bins, the kind to select are not the 
largest across, for the big, saucer- 
shaped kinds seldom produce the best 
spikes. Virgin bulbs —the best kind— 
are rounder and thick through from 
top to bottom, and with a smallish 
root scar on the bottom of the bulb. 
They should be firm and hard to the 
touch, and with clean skins. 

You haye to keep your cotton- 
pickin’ hands off the butbs of the All- 
America giads, for these aristocrats 
are pre-packaged in green plastle 
netting bags. usually three bulbs to 
the bag. They cost more, but are 
worth every penny of the price asked. 
My own favorite of the All-America 
varieties is Landmark, a _ stately 
cream-colored giad.

When the glad bug really bites 
you, you'll probably want to send 
away for specialists’ catalogues for 
the newer and more unique varieties. 
Better stick to Canadian growers, or 
to U.S. or Dutch firms who maintain 
shipping depots in Canada, for the 
importation of living bulbs from 
foreign countries involves quite a bit 
of red tape with the Plant Protection 
branch of the Department of Agri- 
culture. Don't forget, too, that we 
have some top-ranking breeders and: 


growers right here in B.C.

Efforts alxo are under way to 
clear the area around RKaran- 
gasem, northeast of here, where 
emergency aid measures were 
hampered by heavy floods that 
have ripped down bridges. 


CLOUD OF HOT ASH 


Government: spokesman Anak 
Agung said moat of the people 
who died were caught by the 
sudden eruption and suilocated 
in the cloud of hot ash descend- 
‘ing around the mountain. 
Others. he said. were caught by 
streams of lava rolling down 
from =the lips of the crater. 
He said at least five villages 
at the font of the muuntain were 
inundated hy lava 

Thousands of acres of once 
tertile Jand were buried under 
the lava. which now is harden- 
ing, he said. Property damage 
was mecaleulable.
